PROHIBITION IN MAINE, 


If the subject were not such n 
serious one it might provoke a 
guiilo to notjee how ostoutatiouely 
some of the great big dailies make 
an nminnl exhibit of the amount 
of whiskey and other liquors sold 
by the government agencies in the 
state of Ma ine, ‘ 

This is done to prove the ‘‘fail¬ 
ure of prohibition” in that state. 
Prohibition was adopted forty 
years ago and state agencies have 
been employed to furnish liquor 
for medicinal purposes. Now we 
arc informed by the dailies that in 
1 000 the wonderful amount of 
1 l/.kV) gallons of intoxicating 
liquors were sold by the state 
agencies. Just think of tho as¬ 
tounding figures?* Tho speakeasy 
papers conclude that, tlint being 
tlui case, prohibition is a failure 
in Maine. 

It appears that Maine, by the 
census of HHJO, had n population 
of i;«l4, l()(i people. Now lake that 
troincndou# amouijt of ll,UtV> gal¬ 
lons of liquor and divide it among 
the 71*1, l'l'i people, each person 
would get about one seventccn- 
thonsandth of a gallon. Divido a 
gallon into n thonsaful parts, bow 
far would seventeen such parts go 
Ibwnrds keeping up the influences 
of whiskey for ji whole year? And 
this is tin? per capita rate at which 
whiskey was consumed in Maine 
last year. 

Liquor statistics ns gathered by 
the revenue officials show that in 
the past ten years the annual use 
of liquors by the people of the 
United States at largo has not been 
less Ilian 10 gallons per bead.
